The reinstatement of the four 
student leaders suspended by the 
University Committee on Student 
Discipline Monday and resumption 
o( publication o( The McGill Daily 
was announced yesterday afternoon 
by Dr. F. Cyril James, principal 
and vice-chancellor, ' (ollowing a 
meeting of the University Senate. 

Following is a statement ,Dr. 
James made for The McGlli Dally 
after the Senate's afternoon meet- 
ing: 

The Senate of McGill University, 
at its mccing'thls afternoon, con- 
sidered the report of its Commit- 
tee on Student Discipline which, 
because senior officers of the Stu 
dent' Society were involved, had 
met without its student members. 
This report covered both the ar' 
tide which appeared in 'last Fii' 
day's i.<sue of the McGill Dally re' 
gardlng the Combined Charities 
Extravaganza ahd the violation of 
University regulations prohibiting 
the sale of 'whisky and other al- 
coholic beverages at student (unc- 
tions.^ 

The Senate also ' received'^ ex- 
planations and apologies (Tom Mr. 
Boris Gardavsky, President 'of the 
Students' Society, Mr. James A. 
Cartier, President of the McGill 
Union, Mr. John Scott, Editor-in- 
Chief o( the McGill. Daily and Mr. 
Douglas B. Campbell, Chairman of 
the Combined Charities Commit- 
tee. 



sion In the Students' Union last 
Saturday evening, In clear violation 
of University regulations which 
were spccificallyl(rëltcrated by the 
Board of Governors last May. It 
wu also apparent that the story 
which was printed in Friday's Mc- 
Gill Dail^. was a gross exaggera- 
tion, in "ycry poor ta^te, that ' sug- 
gested • activities at the Extrava- 
ganza which would also have 
violated University regulations but 
which, in actual (act, were not plan- 
ned and did not take place. ' 

The Senate unanimously con* 
firmed /.j th e^c Uo n taken by the 
Conihittfee!*^on^' Student Discipline 
last Monday. U is, however, coO' 
vinced that these infractions of Un 
iversity regulations, and of the can' 
ons of good taste, were not dellber 
ate offenseSjOn the part of any one 
of the four student officers con 
cerned, but arose from their failure 
to supervise adequately the activl 
tics of over-cnthuslastic and lessi 
mature subordinates. It accepts, 
without any reservation, the per- 
sonal apologies "of these students, 
and their undertaking that such 
violations of University regulations 
will not occur in future, and has 
therefore resolved that the suspens- 
ion of all four should be (brmlnated 
Immediately. 

The Senate also resolved that the 
publication of the McGill Dally 
ishoutd be resumed on Thursday, 
November 16th, on the distinct

Exlrav.iganza held on the evening 
of Saturday, Nov. II, in the McGill 
Union. This story appeared in The 
Dally 36 hours before the actual 
event took place. No one can or 
will deny that the article in ques- 
tion was In poor taste. The only 
thing that can be said in its de- 
fence is that its motivation was 
strictly honorable. The members ot 
the Charities Campaign Committee 
were faced with the fact that cam- 
paigns held on ,the campus diirlng 
the last ' t\\'o years ' were-«dlsmil 
failures. It was in an attempt to 
arouse student interest thal.thls ar- 
ticle was written. In referring to 
the motivation behind' the. writing 
of this item, we have nn. intention 
of detracting (rom its impropriety. 
It was bad Journalism. It should 
never have appeared in The Daily. 
While we recognize the right of the 
university authorities to suspend 
publication of The Dally, we can- 
not agree with the decision of the 
Senate that in this particular In- 
stance the nature of the story war- 
ranted such drastic action. 

In the article above mentioned 
there was a stralght-torward state- 
mdnt that liquor was to be so.ld at 
the Extravaganza. There Is a Uni- 
versity regulation to the effect that 
no hard liquor may be served at 
any student function on the cam- 
pus. In so far as liquor wa.5 $old at 
the event, university regulations 
were contravened. However, one is 
led to wonder whether the rcspon 
sibllity. for this midemeanor lay 
entirely with the student . govern 
ment.

The icsnlt,s of the New Deliii Confcicncc 
should certainly confirm the realisation that 
the Americans nrc not wanted in Asia.

Special neg- 
atives' arc prepared composed ot 
tiny dots which, incidentally, indi- 
cate the quality of the final produc- 
tion, the more dots per square Inch 
of negative, the better the job. 
Newspapers generally use 60 to 120 
pcr-lnch while the Annual uses 133. 

Dark dots on the negative rep- 
resent dark objects and vice-versa. 
Hence, when light is passed through 
the negative to a zinc plate coat- 
ed with compound, area.s .struck by 
light arc hardened and become ink 
receptive. When a plate has been 
exposed sufficiently, it is treated 
io prevent further hardening, fitted 
on the press, and the pages are run 
off. 

Simply described here, it is ac- 
tually a delicate operation from 
slartjfojjiinlsh..

exposure, even the operation of 
tlic press, require the skill and eX' 
peritocc ot a maslcr-craftsman. 

In general, eight pages arc prC' 
pared at a time, Layouls'arc set up 
in the Annual office and sent down 
regularly to Woodward Press 
throughout the year. fr Any!; errors 
in layout, spelling, or compiosltion 
arc readily corrected t^cforc . the 
zfnc plates have been exposed. 
Negatives arc closely checked and 
mlsiakcs rcclificd. If however 
changes must be made after the 
zinc plate has been developed, an 
entirely new plate must be made 
from corrected negatives.' 
.] As the printed pages c6me off the 
press, eight at' a' time,' they are 
slacked and sent directly to the 
bookbinder. Stitched bookbindinç 
is a cnift quite outside Ihc field ol 
printing. Here the pages are fold- 
ed, cut, bound in groups and then 
fitted to the cover.
